DOMESTIC AND EXHIBITION TURKE YS 
By Craig T. Russell 

(previously published in THE SMALL 
FARMER'S JOURNAL) 

I probably don't have to tell many 
people reading THE SMALL FARMER'S JOURNAL 
that the greatest changes in agriculture 
took place after the Second World War. 

However, I suspect that many of us fail 
to realize the restrictions these changes 
have placed on farmers and would-be self- 
reliants. 

Prior to the Second World War, the 
variety of livestock generally available 
and on a given farm was considerably more 
diverse than is usually the case today. 
This is nowhere more apparent than when 
poultry is considered. Formerly, poultry 
was the most diverse segment of livestock 
operations. Today, less than a dozen "im¬ 
proved" types are in general use in com¬ 
mercial agriculture. We might expect that 
these improved birds have greatly eased 
management and improved the product. This 
is not always the case. The problem is 
with the definition of improved. 

Turkeys are a good example. I can't 
speak for the nation, but here in Pennsyl- 
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vania, most general purpose farms, prior 
to World War II, had a few turkeys. 

Mostly these were standard Bronze; however, 
a good many Narragansett could be found 
also. And some individuals kept Blacks, 
Slates, Reds, Buffs, Whites, or even some 
of the rare, non-standard colors or hybrid 
flocks. The average flock consisted of 
one or two toms and three to six hens. 

Young turkeys were produced by their mothers 
or fostered under chicken hens. A few were 
produced in home use incubators or custom- 
hatched by local hatcheries. The end re¬ 
sult was homegrown turkey dinners for the 
holidays and family gatherings, plus some 
extra birds for the fall and early winter 
markets. Some specialized turkey farms 
existed and most maintained their own 
flocks. The specialists used turkeys of 
all varieties, but Bronze predominated. 

White turkeys, mostly White Hollands, 
represented a larger percentage of the 
specialized commercial flocks than they 
did of home use or small farm flocks. 

Starting in the 20's, genetic engineering 
was applied to the turkey. During the 40's, 
selection was accelerated. Production of 
stockier turkeys with compact, but heavier, 
carcasses was the primary goal. The birds 
produced were called broad breasted. They 
have made commercial turkey production an 
important agricultural industry. However, 
these superbirds are only fit for factory 
production. The broad breasted heavy build 
has been carried to the point where normal 
mating is hardly possible. Successful fer¬ 
tilization is rare and the female is often 
injured in the attempt. Artificial insem¬ 
ination or special treading saddles are re¬ 
quired. This hinders small scale produc¬ 
tion. If the individual does attempt to 
breed his own broad breasted turkeys, he 
needs to artificially incubate the eggs or 
provide foster mothers. The breeding em¬ 
phasis on meat production has produced 
hens that often lack the maternal instincts 
of their ancestors. Even when the broad 
breasted birds do set properly, their 
weight and ungainly movements soon break 
all or most of the eggs. These birds also 
have problems, perhaps not surprisingly, 
with their legs and digestive tracts 
that are not commonly found in older 
breeds. My experience is that they also 
tend to be more susceptible to blackhead 
and other diseases. This problem is 
handled with medicated feeds in commercial 
operations but leaves the do-it-yourselfer 
with a bird that won't do well in the 
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backyard if expected to rustle part of its 
own living. In fact, one handbook on 
livestock for small farmers and do-it- 
yourselfers has a one-page chapter on 
turkeys that says "don't." Even books 
and articles that tell you how, outline 
programs of more stringent care and 
sanitation than would be the case with 
any other farm animal and suggests buying 
new poults each year. 

Such programs may make fine sideline 
businesses or provide good meat for the 
table, but can provide nothing in the way 
of independence from the dominant culture. 
While we are part of that culture, I don't 
believe we should tie ourselves too tightly 
to its fate. Now, I'm not predicting the 
end of civilization and I'm not hoping for 
hard times; I'm more concerned with in¬ 
dependence in good times and bad times 
than I am with a special strategy to get 
through the bad times. Old style turkeys 
can add to the self-reliance of diversified 
small farms or homesteading operations. 

The turkey is one of the only domesticated 
animals of American origin to achieve wide¬ 
spread importance in agriculture. Despite 
rather widespread current interest in llamas 
and alpacas, the turkey's only real compet¬ 
itor is the muscovy duck, which has achieved 
greater geographical distribution, but is 
generally far less important economically. 

When Europeans first reached the new 
world, the turkey had undoubtedly under¬ 
gone a long period of domestication. This 
has been confirmed by archeological studies 
and the fact that early descriptions of 
domesticated turkeys do not conform to any 
wild race. Early records are not precise; 
most authorities place the first Spanish 
importations in the period 1498 to 1520. 
Whatever the exact date, turkeys were 
probably in Spain by 1518 and may have 
reached England by 1521. Twenty years after 
that, turkeys were widespread among common 
farmers. By 1570, turkey was part of the 
common Christmas fare, along with beef, 
mutton, veal, pork, goose, and capon. A 
nire bit of information to remember when 
someone accuses you of overeating during 
the holidays. It should be pointed out 
that the Spanish may not have made the 
first importations to Europe. St. Peter's 
Cathedral at Schlesing, Norway, has a 
frieze with 8 medallions depicting Amer¬ 
ican turkeys, below a thirteenth century 
mural. Most authorities believe the 
frieze was painted at the same time as 
the mural, around 1280. If so, some 


domestic strains may have undergone a 
much longer period of European develop¬ 
ment than was previously believed. 

The ancestry of the original domestic 
turkey is in doubt. Some writers have 
concluded, based on area of origin, 
the relatively small size of early domes¬ 
tic types and the frequent occurrence of 
spotted individuals among early dark 
varieties, that the ocellated turkey was 
the ancestor of the original domesticated 
race. Others, since the precontact dis¬ 
tribution of domestic turkeys extended 
well into the range of the common turkey, 
suspect a mixed origin. Many, based mainly, 
I suspect, on the size and appearance of 
the modern domestic turkey, believe that 
the domestic turkey originally developed 
from the southern races of the common tur¬ 
key. They conclude that except for some 
"native" turkeys in Central and South Amer¬ 
ica and a small light colored Dutch breed, 
the ocellated turkey has played no role in 
the domesticated race. Since pure ocellated 
turkeys have no beard, we can safely rule 
them out as the sole ancestor of the modern 
domestic turkey. 

Whatever the original source of the do¬ 
mestic turkey, northern races of the common 
turkey have played a major role in its de¬ 
velopment since the English settlement in 
North America. 

While English colonists brought domestica¬ 
ted turkeys to America, from the beginning, 
these turkeys were crossed with local wild 
turkeys. The result of these crosses were 
soon being exported back to Europe. In fact, 
one account claims that turkeys were in¬ 
troduced to France in 1676 from Boston. 
Turkeys has almost certainly reached France 
prior to that importation. Some other re¬ 
corded dates are 1518 and 1540 (take your 
pick), but in France they were controlled 
mostly by the royalty and great landowners-- 
not the common man. This slowed the spread. 

The term turkey probably deserves some 
explanation. Some writers have tried to 
show that these birds reached England 
first from Turkey, not Spain. While this 
is possible, the famous poultry writer of 
the late-nineteenth and early-twentieth 
centuries, Harrison Weir, concluded that 
when first imported into England "it was 
confounded with the guinea fowl, then 
often called turkey, and that as people 
became acquainted with the two birds, the 
term guinea clung to one and turkey to the 
other." However, if the first turkeys in 
Europe do predate the Spanish importations, 
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the chances of Turkey being the source of 
the first British importation is increased 
for early Norse carried on considerable 
trade with that area. 

While turkeys have been bred along 
various lines, they are primarily a meat 
animal. 

When the American Poultry Association 
published its first standard in 1874, it 
recognized six varieties of turkeys: 

Bronze, Narragansett, White Holland, Black, 
Slate and Buff. In 1909, the Bourbon Red 
was recognized. The Beltsville Small 
White was added in 1951. The ornamental, 
but practical. Royal Palm was admitted to 
the standard in 1977. After the admission 
of the similar, but darker colored. Bour¬ 
bon Red, the Buff turkey declined in popu¬ 
larity and was dropped from the standard. 
Today, growing interest may bring it back 
to the standard once again. 

Let me deal with each of these varieties 
and the non-standard varieties that might 
be met with in the U.S. and Canada, in 
turn.

Obituary: CECIL E. ROSE 


Cecil E. Rose, Montrose, PA, died on February 22, 1994, at the 
age of 94. He was born on April 27, 1899 , and became one of the legendary 
figures in the history of exhibition poultry in northeastern Pennsyl¬ 
vania. 

At the age of 11, Cecil got started with chickens when his 
maternal grandfather, Amos Green, arranged for Cecil to get a setting 
of Barred Rock eggs from E. B. Thompson. The eggs were hatched under 
a setting hen on the Green farm, and Cecil's life as a breeder and 
exhibitor of poultry was under way. In the same year, he showed his 
first birds at the annual fair of the Harford Agricultural Society, 
Susquehanna County, PA. In 1914, at the Montrose Fair, he won his 
first blue ribbon. 


For the following eight decades, Cecil bred and exhibited dozens 
of breeds and varieties of birds at shows in Pennsylvania, New York, 

New Jersey, and throughout the North East. In recent years, Cecil and 
his wife, Mary, bred and exhibited the following breeds and varieties of 
standards: Buff, Partridge, Barred, Columbian, Silver- 
Penciled and White Plymouth Rocks; Single Comb and Rose Comb White and 
Light Brown Leghorns; Single Comb Buff and Dark Brown Leghorns; Single comb 
and Rose Comb Black Minorcas; Black Jersey Giants; Single Comb and Rose Comb 
R, ode Island Reds; and Black Langshans.

In the winter, Cecil and Mary Rose also made maple syrup At one 
time they had as many as 4,200 taps and made 800 gallons of syrup in 
a single year.

At Stan's re¬ 
quest, another master of the sport, Jack 
Prescott also wrote an article, entitled

In England, a novice loses his status when he has suc¬ 
cessfully flown a kit of Tipplers for at least ten hours in a sanc¬ 
tioned competition. But, for a new-comer to the sport, just how 
difficult is this to achieve? That depends. A new-comer must be 
determined to apply all of the necessary training information 
supplied to him by the experienced fancier. One who has flown 
his kit in competition. One who's already "lost it." In some 
cases, the information that is given may not be enough to give 
the novice his "jump-start" into the sport and so this article is 
intended for those fanciers who may be having some problems. 
Any new-comer deserves more than just bands and feathers for 
his money, he should also get encouragement and assistance 
along the way so that he might become an active participant in 
the contests. 

Right from the get-go there are certain things that MUST BE 
DONE by the new-comer: 1. He must acquire the best stock 
possible otherwise he'll be just shoveling against the tide and 
become easily discouraged and end up quitting the game. 2. He 
should build kit boxes in which to properly house his kit of com¬ 
petition Tipplers. 3. He must acquire good droppers. Active 
droppers that will assist him in the settling of his Tipplers and in 
getting them to drop when the time is right. And, 4. He should 
buy proper training feed. Grains such as malt barley, Durham

wheat and white milo. And seeds such as plain canary, rape, 
niger, flax, millet, rice or a good canary mix if the separate seeds 
cannot be obtained. 

There are those fanciers out there that will tell you that some 
or maybe all of the things just mentioned aren't really necessary 
to fly a kit. However, the top fanciers that I've met wouldn't 
even consider training a kit without the use of droppers and the 
different grains and seeds listed. 

All right then, we'll assume that you already have your stock 
and will be breeding and producing young birds or you may have 
bought enough young Tipplers to form a kit (after you've lost a 
few in settling). But, before one begins to settle his young Tip¬ 
plers he should have settled his droppers to the loft and have 
enough of them on hand, say, about six. They should be mostly 
white if not white altogether and they must be active. Those that 
just stand there on the roof are useless. You need the flutter of 
the droppers to lure the young Tipplers back to the loft when 
settling and later to drop 
the kit either in training or 
at the end of a contest. 
These droppers should be 
accustomed to the grains 
that you feed to the Tip¬ 
plers and they should be 
kept sharp (hungry). 
You'll want them to chase 
after the barley or the plain 
canary seed that you throw 
about the loft roof to help 
create the flutter that is 
necessary to "pull" that kit 
down to the loft. Use the 
feed sparingly as you 
wouldn't want them to fill 
up and become satisfied 
and useless as droppers. 
It's a good idea to keep a 
few in reserve should the 
others tire. That way 
you'll be able to toss them 
into the air where they'll be noticed by the kit flying above. 

Now, while you are waiting for your tipplers to get old 
enough to train, you might start on building those group kit 
boxes. They can be three feet wide by two feet deep by eighteen 
inches high with a dowel front and door. The kit boxes should 
be in a section by themselves so that the Tipplers inside aren't 
distracted. The purpose of the kit box is enforced rest. You 
want the kit to use all of its energy flying in training and on the 
big day when you want them to go the whole day long. The size 
of the kit box mentioned will hold about eight young Tipplers 
and if you have mere, a second box is the thing to have. 

It's time now to settle those Tipplers. They should be re¬ 
moved from their nests at about 31/2 weeks and placed in the kit 
box. A dropper hen can stay with them and show them how to 
eat the barley and drink. Of course, they'll spend time each day 
in the aviary with other friendly droppers so they can view their

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surroundings. This 
should continue for at 
least a week. During 
this time they are fed 
barley and on the day 
prior to their first re¬ 
lease, nothing but 

water. The droppers 
should be very hungry 
when the day arrives 
for the Tipplers initial 
release. One needs to 
have control of them 
so that they will flutter 
about when the 

youngsters strike up~ 
and they will--for the 
first time. To activate 
the droppers, throw a 
FEW grants of barley 
at one end of the roof 
and the droppers will scramble for the feed, then do the same to 
the opposite end, etc. With patience, a lot of it, begin with 
enough daylight to allow them tc return should they drop away 
somewhere and become temporarily lost. When and if all or 
most have returned and are trapped in and returned to the group 
box, they should be fed at half the amount. This is because 
they'll be released the very next day and a full crop will give 
them the energy to fly. The only thing you want from the 
youngsters at this stage is for them to be released, fly about the 
loft—if they will--and then down and in. This can be done a few 
times each day, if possible. After a week's time, they should 
begin to kit together and fly up to a 1/2 hour or more. 

When the youngsters are on the roof, the droppers (34) 
should be out there with them. Once the kit starts to fly and 
reaches the hour mark, then keep the droppers in a carrying crate 
or something similar and only release them one at a time when 
any or all of the kit shows serious signs of wanting to come to 
the loft roof. Those signs are spreading tails and looking from 
side to side and the feet will be down. At that time, the droppers 
can be released singly. They'll get to recognize the droppers as 
being the signal to drop, though the fancier must know what the 
kit will do. If the kit isn’t ready to drop and the fancier releases 
a dropper or two, but the kit continues flying; trap the droppers 
and release them again when the signs are shown by the kit. 
Eventually, the fancier will recognize the right time for the 
droppeis release and know what the kit is capable of on plain 
barley or barley and wheat, etc. When they're trustworthy to be 
left flying on their own, you can go about your business. Some¬ 
one else can release the kit—if possible-with the fancier coming 
later to observe and release the droppers at the proper time. A 
good kit should respond to the dropper signal in, say, 15 minutes 
or so, some say 10 minutes. Wilf Lovatt, I've read, had them 
drop in 30 to 45 minutes! It's also im|>ortant not to fly the young 
kit ; n training to exhaustion, but to throw out the droppers about 
a halt hour before the time they are expected to drop. Only on 
the contest date would a fancier hold the droppers back so as to 
get the most time from the kit. When they start to spread their 
tails and begin looking seriously at the loft it's time to release the 
droppers. Otherwise the kit might defect to the nearest rooftop, 
telephone wire or whatever. They might well drop to ’he loft 
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without the droppers and this must be avoided as it could spoil 
them. They should be dropped after each training fly to the 
droppers, that is, the droppers are thrown and the kit upon seeing 
them and being read } for them comes down to the loft top within 
say a half hour or less. 

Care must be taken; that is, the fancier must be watchful of 
the kit. At times the odd bird or two will break away from the 
kit and either come down to the loft or drop away somewhere 
else. These individuals should be remembered and should they 
do so again, are to be put down. The kit must all go up and 
come down together, though one or two may continue for a 
while and then drop. That's acceptable, they might become the 
strongest of the kit. Those that have it in them to fly will do so 
while the others will come to the loft. If, with a kit of ten and ail 
are kitting, but 4 or 5 come down when the droppers are released 
and the remainder continue to fly. Trap the early group and 
record their numbers and do the same for the others when they 
come down. If this happens again, then you now have two kits 
to train on alternate days. It can be a good comparison and ex¬ 
perience, but of course, will take up some time. When the 
fancier feels confident of the kit, he may then go about his busi¬ 
ness or whatever. As Harry Hunt of Toronto would say "You 
don't have to stand there all day gaping at them!" With experi¬ 
ence, the fancier will now just what his kit is capable of during 
framing and be there to drop them when the time is right. 

If a kit is just hanging around the loft area after release and 
not wanting to climb or rake, then of course, something is 
wrong. Possibly they're off their feed or too skinny and run¬ 
down. In this condition, it could become spoiled. Better to 
throw a few droppers out and get them down and in. Then try 
and learn the cause of their poor performance. An increase in 
the amount or quality of the feed m»v be needed. It could also 
be that more rest is required. If they re not skinny or run-down 
then they might need a dose of Epsom salts to liven them up 
somewhat. Another thing to consider is the weather they're fly¬ 
ing in, hot and humid weather will drain the energy from them 
with the result being poor performance and shorter times. Re¬ 
member, upon release, the kit should climb in height for a short 
time, and later settle down and begin raking, etc. When a kit is 
on barley only, they tend to fly lower and the duration of flight is 
shorter. An increase in the amount or a change of feed to in¬ 
clude wheat and milo will give the kit a boost causing them to 
fly longer times and better style. 

When they reach an hour and a half, they can be flown ever)' 
other day and because of the rest, their time should increase to 2,

3 and 3 1/2 hours. Keep them at that level for a week, that's 
about 3 training flys of about 3 hours each. After that add a lit¬ 
tle wheat, and notice the flying time increase and the style im¬ 
prove. Give that pinch of additional seeds (discussed in detail 
later) the night before and notice the effect on the hi,. Remem¬ 
ber to always keep the first contest date in mind and adjust their 
schedule to it. 

It's a good idea to handle the birds, though not often, as you 
wouldn't want to mb the bloom from them. But, you do want to 
see and feel their body weight while on the barley diet. 


With Tipplers, you want to be looking “for them" and not 
just “at them." Meaning that they'll be flying "in style." 


The fancier should note how the kit flies in different winds 
and weather conditions. They seem to fly better when the 
weather is cooler and dry than in hot humid conditions. The kits 
that I've flown have never done very well in hot humid weather, 
it just takes the fly out of them. 1 believe my best time in that 
type of weather was ten hours. I think that the smaller lighter 
birds would do better and they would be hens, more than likely. 
There are fanciers that can get their birds to fly in heat though 
I'm not one. 

Malt barley is the grain to use when training your Tipplers. 
Don't worry if they don't eat it at first, they'll soon get used to it 
if there is nothing else for them to pick up! It should be used by 
itself up to the point when your kit reaches the two or three hour 
mark. At that time you would throw in a little wheat and later 
some milo. Once you have them going three hours or better you 
can increase the amount but remember that the barley must be 
fed first before the other grains. This increase (of the other 
grains and seeds) in their diet will result in an increase in flying 
time and so you must adjust their time of release accordingly. 
Release timing will be discussed later. Once they've eaten their 
ration of feed you should throw in a pinch of mixed canary seeds 
to get them accustomed to eating small seeds. You should keep 
your target date, usually the first contest date, in mind and adjust 
your training schedule so that the kit has an extra day to rest. 
For example, you could fly the kit every other day or you may 
want to put them on a schedule such as flying them on Saturday, 
Tuesday and Saturday again or Sunday-Wednesday-Sunday. So 
that extra day of rest I mentioned earlier will be built-in. 

Birds in the kit box(es) should be fed at about the same time 
each evening. The kit should not be fed immediately after 
dropping as they would associate dropping with feeding time. 
The English fanciers measure their feed by the level teaspoon 
and each bird gels about 3 to 3 1/2 teaspoonfuls. Always feed 
the barley first. Ideally, they should be fed in a tray or hopper 
that is clean. It's not necessary to have the grit before them all 
the time, a modest amount once or twice per week providing that 
they finish it can be given. 

All the seeds and grains you would give them prior to a con¬ 
test must be readily recognized and eaten. While the kit has 
flown several times on barley alone the fancier might want to 
add a pinch or two of seeds per bird on the day prior to release at 
the usual feeding time and after they've had their normal ration 
of training feed (barley, wheat, milo). The effects of this will be 
noticed on the following day as they'll fly somewhat longer and 
higher. As they progress, the wheat and milo can be added. 
And, the fancier must adjust the release time as the flying in- 
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creases due to the better diet. Water once a day, a good drink of 
it alter they've eatbn then remove it from the box. 

I've spoken to fanciers that say they feed their tipplers barley. 
But, they seldom tell you how much and whether they supple¬ 
ment that diet with anything else. Maybe it's my own training 
habits, but my kits have never flown well on just barley. I can 
get the youngsters to fly on it up to say 3 hours, but must add 
wheat and, or milo to it to get more time. How many fanciers 
will tell you just hou well their kits are flying on plain barley, 
nothing else? I would have to see this for myself. 

It's a good thing to give them a test feed-up prior to the com¬ 
petition date, say about two weeks before. You should feed 
them according to the feed-up given and release them as early as 
possible in the morning. That way you get them used to an early 
release time. If they’ve been trained correctly up to this point 
they’ll fly a long time for you. And, with any luck from the 
weather, such as a 10-15 MPH wind and cool temperatures, they 
should fly in grand stile; raking about the area and climbing to a 
good height then lowering. With a test feed-up and fly, you'll be 
able to see what you may expect from the kit on contest day. If 
you've made a mistake, you'll have time to correct it and get 
them back on track. If the kit has been flying up to six hours in 
training for you, then they could have doubled this time during 
this test. You'll then want to get them back on the training feed 
after the fly and it's a good idea to give them some vitamins 
with electrolytes in the water at this time. Use the recommended 
dosages only. Then it's back to the regular training schedule 
until the next feed-up which is only two weeks away. 

An excellent example of a feed-up is the following, submitted 
by Tom Dilks (of England) and published in the May 1980 issue 
of the now defunct Pigeon Review. 


"Train them for six days on barley and a teaspoon of mixed 
canary seed—that is to get them used to seed. Seventh day, 
half wheat, half barley. Keep them in that day for rest. 
Wednesday, fly for four hours then start the build up. 

Wednesday P.M. 1 teaspoon Linseed, 1 tsp. mixed 
Canary, 1 tsp. Wheat, 1 tsp. *Tares, 20 Peas, 1 Cod Liver 
Oil pill. 

Thursday P.M. 2 tsp. mixed Canary, 1 tsp. white Dari, 
1 tsp. Tares. 10 Peas and Tonic. 

Friday P.M. 2 tsp. mixed 1/2 Canary, 1 tsp. Wheat, 1 
tsp. white Dari and Tonic. 

Saturday A.M. 2 tsp. mixed Canary, 1/2 tsp. Tares, 1 
Cod Liver Oil pill and Tonic. 

Saturday P.M. Mixed Canary, Wheat, white Dari, 
Niger and plain water. 

My mixed Canary contains 3 oz. millet, 4 oz. black 
Rape, 4 oz. Niger, 6 oz. plain Canary and 3 oz. Hemp. And 
the tonic is 12 drops Brandy, 2 tsp. of Parrashes Chemical 
food and 6 drops of Tinches of Iron mixed to one pint of 
water." *Tares is a vetch or grass seed 


The Tipplers should be fed close to dark and their release 
time should be as many hours as you think or know they will fly 
prior to dark and feeding time. If dark is 8 p.m. then they would 
be released at about 3 p.m. so that they would fly up to their 
feed-up time of about five hours. It's smart to allow them a little 
extra time just in case they're feeling good and want to continue 
flying and go over into dark. Should that happen, one thing not

mentioned was the use of lights, something a fancier should 
have enough of. Halogen lamps are just the thing to illuminate 
the loft top. Both droppers and young Tipplers should be accus¬ 
tomed to trapping under the lights at dusk. 

With Tipplers, there can be nothing more satisfying to the 
fancier than to see his kit up in the blue. There they are like 
three specks of pepper taking advantage of the wind. With Tip¬ 
plers, you want to be looking "for them" and not just "at them." 
Meaning that they'll be flying "in style." 

Additional things that should be done to get the Tipplers on 
track quick are: 1. General rules of health should be main¬ 
tained, that is, worming, canker medicine, etc. 2. Feed and 
water in the evening, removing it afterwards and do not leave 
any food. 3. Darkness; some fanciers will darken the kit box on 
the last few days before the contest to ensure rest. Don't cut off

the ventilation! 4. Fanciers have been known to have an idend 
fying mark on the loft roof for the kit to recognize. It ccn be 
anything such as a cross or X or HI and it can be painted with 
fluorescent paint. The same mark should be inside the loft in an 
area where it can be readily seen by the kit members. It wiU 
help in settling and for kit members returning at or near dark. 5. 
In hot weather, don't give too much rape or niger as they contain 
an acid; it would make them thirsty. And, 6. Feed-ups start 
with the larger grains first, that is, on the first or second day and 
then go to the lighter grains and seeds. Clear water on the last 
day. Be careful so as not to overfeed during the feed-up, as they 
might not care to eat on the last day. You don't want the kit to 
go out on an empty crop, but they shouldn't be overfed as they'll 
drop and vomit, especially in warmer months. On the final day 
of the feed-up, the kit should be fed about 8 hours prior to re¬ 
lease. This amount of time can vary, some fanciers have been 
known to feed 3-4 hours before release, of course it would not be 
a heavy feed. Prior to release on contest day, put the lights on in 
the loft and offer a drink of water to the kit about one half hour 
before release time. They shouldn't need it, but they might want 
it. Look the kit over to see that all are ok, as some might not be 
up to it. It has happened that one of the kit birds has not taken to 
the feed-up, and so it is kept in and another substituted. One 
that's been fully trained, of course. After competition of a long 
fly, don't feed heavy. Something to fill their needs, but not the 
heavy grains. You might give a few peas on the following day 
to re-build their bodies, don't over do it. Then back to the 
training feed and their regular training schedule with the next 
contest in mind. Two weeks in between contests can be tough 
on the kit and the fancier. Good luck on "losing it" soon!

IN TOO BIG A HURRY 
By Bob Rugaber 

In going over my year-end Tippler records, 
I discovered that a mid-summer decision that 
seemed so right at the time may not have 
been. 

I bred from 11 pairs of birds in 1993 and 
r, sed about 50 youngsters. Most of these 
were settled and flown all summer in two 
kits averaging 15 to 20 birds each. In 
September, I gave seven to Sia Malenafri 
of Cl if ton, VA. 

At the beginning of November, I still had 
25 flyers in the air when I decided to con¬ 
fine them to the loft and let them complete 
their moult. During the week between 
Christmas and New Year's, I sorted these 
youngsters by sex, evaluated their quality, 
and checked their parentage. 

Only two pair of breeders had three 
youngsters make it through the final cut, 
and three pairs produced two potential 
keepers. The other six pair of breeders 
contributed no more than one young bird 
each to the final pool of carry overs. 

Now to my mistake. During the breeding 
season, I lost very few young birds in the 
nest or through the weaning process. I 
took note, however, that one pair (#11) 
had three squeakers die in the nest. So 
I made the decision to eliminate both the 
cock and hen at the time that the 
breeders were separated. Much to my sur¬ 


prise, the three young birds they didn't 
lose all flew the entire season, made the 
final quality cut, and are among my most 
beautiful of the 93 season. All three are 
Dominant Opal, expressed in different 
patterns. 

I guess one could argue that they were 
removed for a good cause but I sure wish 
I could give pair #11 another chance to 
prove themselves in 94!

FROM RALPH BRITT 

When Ralph Britt (95 South Blue Ribbon 
Avenue, Harrisburg, PA 17112) renewed his 
membership for 1994 and ordered bands, he 
enclosed the following note to Walter 
Wiechec: "...Sorry I didn't know some of you 
were at the Grand National in Lancaster. 

I spent Saturday AM looking over the birds, 
mostly in the building with the Tipplers.

Congratulations on your election victory! This is wonderful news for all 
of us in the A.P.A. and for the A.P.A. itself. 

At long last, it appears as though Spring may come. The other day as I 
was carrying a couple of pails of water up to the barn, I sank through the crust 
of the snow and I went in up to my waist. The two.water pails were up under my 
arm pits and I was temporarily immobilized. When I got to the barn, there was 
lots of cackling and crowing going on and all was well so I forgot about the snow 
and ice. 

Whenever possible, I use setting hens to hatch and raise chicks. At the 
moment I have twelve hens with chicks. Most of the setters are standard Partridge 
Rocks and Modern Games. Most of the chicks are standard Modern Games, Barred Rocks, 
Rose Comb Rhode Island Reds, and some breeding “experiments." Fertility has been 
very good and so has hatchability. 

I am now focusing on getting fertile eggs from my Golden Campines, Partridge 
Rocks and Black Orpingtons. A few years ago, I have very nice standard Partridge 

Rocks and then suddenly I had birds that were OK but not great, which suggests 

that I must have made a couple of bad decisions on matings. I think I am back on 
track now. A pullet that I raised last year reached her full maturity in early 

January at the time of the PA State Farm Show (PA's equivalent of the state fair, 

but held in January), and was chosen Reserve Champion Standard of the Show, which 
pleased me a great deal because there were a couple thousand birds in the show. 

My standard Black Orpingtons are making me nervous. I have a breeding pen with 
three year-old hens and three two-year old hens and two cockerels. They are laying 
well but to date there have been no fertile eggs. Experience has taught me that 
I should just be patient and suddenly most of the eggs will be fertile and all will 
be well. But in the meantime, however, they are, as I say, making me nervous. 

Again, congratulations on your successful bid to become the Vice President of

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Pennsylvania, died on February 
22, 1994, at the age of 94. He was 
born on April 27. 1B89. and 
became one of the legendary 
figures in the history of exhibition 
poultry in northeastern Penn¬ 
sylvania. 

At the age of 11, Cecil got 
started with chickens when his 
maternal grandfather. Amos 
Green, arranged for Cecil to get a 
setting of Barred Rock eggs from 
E.B. Thompson. The eggs were 
hatched under a setting hen on 
the Green farm, and Cecil’s life 
as a breeder and exhibitor of 
poultry was under way. In the 
same year, he showed his first 
birds at the annual fair of the 
Harford Agricultural Society. 
Susquehanna County. Penn¬ 
sylvania. In 1914. at the Montrose 
Fair, he won his first blue ribbon. 

For the following eight 
decades, Cecil bred and exhibited 
dozens or breeds and varieties of 
birds at shows in Pennsylvania. 
New York. New Jersey, and 
throughout the North East. In re¬ 
cent years, Cecil and his wife. 
Mary, bred and exhibited the 
following breeds and varieties of 
standards: Buff. Partridge. Bar¬ 
red. Columbian. Silver-Penciled 
and White Plymouth Rocks; 
Single Comb and Rose Comb 
White and Light Brown 
Leghorns; Single Comb Bull and 
Dark Brown Leghorns; Single 
Comb and Rose Comb Black 
Minorcas; Black Jersey Giants; 
Single Comb and Rose Comb 
Rhode Island Reds; and Black 
Langslums. 


tn bantams, in recent years, 
Cecil and Mary Rose exhibited 
Silver and Golden Sebrights, 
Black and Blue Rosecombs. Rose 
Comb White Leghorns. Rhode 
Island Reds. Silver Penciled 
Plymouth Rocks. While Rocks. 
While Frizzles, and seven 
varieties of Old English Games. 

Whatever the breed or variety 
that Cecil and Mary Rose show¬ 
ed. you could always pick out 
their birds in the show room, for 
two reasons: (1» they were very 
high quality birds, and (2) they 
were invariably in superb show 
condition. 

Cecil is survived by his wife. 
Mary, and by his grandson. 
Douglas, and his family. Cecil 
and Mary Rose were married in 
1937, and together they were in 
the dairy business for 40 years. 
Their successes in the dairy 
business are as impressive as 
their wins in the realm ol exhibi¬ 
tion poultry. 

In the winter. Cecil and Mary 
Rose also made maple syrup. At 
one time they had as many as 
4,200 laps and made BOO gallons of 
syrup in a single year. For 17 
years, Cecil also drove a school 
bus, morning and night. 

Cecil was an intrepid lox and 
coon hunter. In one year in the 
early 1940’s, he got 1B4 foxes. In 
his late 80 's, he continued to enjoy 
coon hunting. During the winter 
of 1987-1988. he got GO coons; in 
the following winter, he went out 
five times and got 28 coons. In the 
summer of 1988, at the ago of 89. 
he helped his grandson. Douglas, 
manage more than 20 bee yards, 
and together they produced 30 
tons of honey. 

In 1951, Cecil was elected to the 
Board of Directors of the Harford 
Agricultural Society, and served 
in that capacity for 31 years. For 
14 years, he was President of the 
Board. Not surprisingly, he was 
also Superintendent of the 
Poultry Department at the Har¬ 
ford Fair for generations. 

In 1989, when I interviewed 
Cecil and Mary Rose for the arti¬ 
cle that I wrote about them that 
was published in the April 1989 
issue of POULTRY PRESS. I 
asked Cecil if he had any words of 
advice for someone just starting 
out in the breeding and showing 
ol poultry. He replied: "First of 
all. make sure that you start with 
good birds. If you don’t have good

Cecil Rose was a man of vir¬ 
tually boundless energy, pa¬ 
tience, and charm. To be in his 
presence was always interesting 
and it was always a pleasure. 
Speaking of the breeding and 
showing of poultry in general. 
Cecil remarked: "It’s a good 
clean hobby and you get to meet 
some of the nicest people you’d 
ever want to meet.” Cecil Rose 
was indeed thal-one of the nicest

MEETS 

By S. Robert Powell 


“Meets” are a regular feature 
of virtually all poultry shows. 
What are they? When and where 
do they take place? How are they 
set up? How do they benefit all 
concerned? 

Throughout the year, poultry 
breed clubs (e.g., The Old 
English Game Bantam Club of 
America) and poultry organiza¬ 
tions with a broader focus (e.g., 
the American Poultry Associa¬ 
tion, the American Bantam 
Association, the International 
Waterfowl Breeders’ Associa¬ 
tion) hold show meetings or 
“meets” at poultry shows that 
are organized and sponsored by 
poultry clubs (e.g., the Central 
Pennsylvania Avian Club) 


around the country. 

The APA and the ABA sanction 
show meetings of their organiza¬ 
tions at most ail shows sponsored 
by poultry clubs. Many local, 
county, and state fairs, in addi¬ 
tion, also host meets by the APA 
and the ABA. Those meets are of 
several kinds: APA (club, state, 
district, semi-annual, annual), 
ABA (special, state, district, 
semi-annual, annual). 

Special, club, state and district 
meets of those organizations are 
awarded to poultry clubs by the 
state, district or regional 
representatives of the APA 
and/or the ABA. The semi-annual 
and annual meets of the APA and 
the ABA are awarded to poultry 
clubs by the Boards of Directors 
of those organizations at their 
semi-annual or annual business 
meetings or conventions. 

A poultry club that hosts a meet 
of the APA and/or ABA must 
fulfill specific requirements 
established by the APA and the 
ABA for a poultry show: 
establish particular classes, hire 
licensed judges, etc. If your 
poultry club holds shows and 
your club does not host meets of 
the APA and the ABA, contact the 
APA and the ABA and find out 
about hosting meets of those 
organizations at your next show. 

The benefits to your club of 
hosting meets by the APA and the 
ABA are many. The most impor¬ 
tant are: (1) that your show will 
probably attract more exhibitors, 
(2) that the size of your show will 
increase, and (3) that the quality 
of birds exhibited will be higher 
than previously. 

Meets by breed clubs that take 
place in conjunction with poultry 
club shows are of many kinds. 
The most usual are: special, 
state, district, regional and na¬ 
tional. But there are other kinds 
of meets as well that are spon¬ 
sored by breed clubs. The Single 
Comb Black Minorca Club also 
sponsors an “international” 
meet. The Crested Fowl Fan¬ 
ciers’ Association also sponsors 
“pin,” “pen,” and “ribbon” 
meets. The Old English Game 
Bantam Club of America also 
sponsors “Game Challenge” 
meets. The American Silkie Club 
and the Faverolle Fanciers of 
America Club both also sponsor 
“breed” meets. 

The specific nature of breed 
club meets and the requirements 
for those meets are determined 
by the breed club in question. A , 
breed club might, for example, 
stipulate that there must be 20 
birds exhibited by two or more 





exhibitors who are members of 
that breed club in order for the 
meet to qualify and the awards to 
be given out; or a breed club 
might stipulate that its awards 
are open to all, regardless of club 
membership. 

Breed clubs have to hold meets 
(show meetings) if they are to re¬ 
main vital as organizations and 
the easiest and best way for a 
breed club to hold a meet is to do 
so at a poultry club’s show, 
although there are breed clubs 
that hold their own shows, in¬ 
dependent of any poultry club. 

How does a breed club arrange 
to hold a meet at a particular 
poultry club’s show? In some 
cases, the secretary or a member 
of the breed club requests per¬ 
mission from a poultiy club to 
hold a meet at that poultry club’s 
show. In other instances, the 
secretary of a member of a 
poultry club contacts a breed 
club and requests that the breed 
club hold a meet at that poultry 
club’s show. The state or district 
directors of many breed clubs 
award meets to the shows in their 
state or distrcit. 

If you need to find out the name 
and address of a particular state 
or district director of a given 
breed club, contact the secretary 
of the breed club. Their names 
and addresses can be found in 
POULTRY PRESS or the year¬ 
books of the APA and the ABA. 

Poultry clubs, of course, like to 
host meets at their shows, and the 
reason is obvious: lots of meets 
frequently means a large and 
successful show with good com¬ 
petition. Many poultry clubs en¬ 
courage breed clubs to hold 
meets at their shows by putting 
up specials specifically for them. 
The York County Poultry Fan¬ 
ciers’ Association, for example, 
offers a breed club that holds its 
national (annual) meet at the 
York Show the following: a 
trophy for champion and a trophy 
for reserve champion, as well as 
a 25-cent rebate for every bird 
shown in the breed club’s meet. 
The breed clubs need the poultry 
clubs and the poultry need the 
breed clubs. It’s a mutually 
beneficial relationship. 

How does a breed club arrange 
to hold a meet at a poultry club’s 
show? Let’s say, for example, 
that the United Orpington Club 
wishes to hold a meet at the an¬ 
nual fall show of the Eastern New 
York State Poultry Fanciers’ 
Association. A representative of 
the UOC contacts the ENYSPFA 
and asks to hold a meet at the up- 
comingshow. 


When permission is granted, 
the UOC announces the meet to I 
its members and encourages | 
them to show birds at the 
ENYSPFA show. The ENYSPFA 
annouces the meet to its 
members and encourages its 
members who raise Orpingtons 
to show them at the club show. 
The ENYSPFA announces to the 
poultry fancy as a whole, by 
means of ads and articles in the 
poultry periodicals, that a meet 
by the UOC will take place at its 
upcoming show and encourages 
any breeder of Orpingtons to 
show them at the upcoming 
ENYSPFA show. It’s as simple 
as that. 

The Opingtons shown by UOC 
members as well as those shown 
by all other exhibitors are cooped 
in the appropriate class (English 
for the standards; SCCL for the 
bantams) and judged by the 
judges employed by the 
ENYSPFA to judge the show. All 
of the Orpingtons exhibited are, 
of course, eligible to win all 
awards and specials put up by the 
ENYSPFA and others for Orp¬ 
ingtons in the open show. The Or¬ 
pingtons shown by UOC members 
are, in addition, eligible for the 
awards put up by the UOC. (In i 
some instances, as we mentioned 
above, one need not be a member 
of a particular breed club to win 
awards put up by that breed club 
but, in most cases, you must be a 
member of a particular breed 
club to win awards put up by that 
breed club). 

A successful breed club meet 
can have many positive con¬ 
sequences for the breed club that 
has sponsored the meet. It can 
serve as a stimulus to fanciers to 
raise and show the breed in ques¬ 
tion. A successful breed club 
meet can also result in new 
members for the breed club, 
which can mean better competi¬ 
tion and better birds in the future. 

If you are a member of a breed 
club and are interested in pro¬ 
moting the breed in question, en¬ 
courage your club to establish a 
regular schedule of meets at 
poultry shows around the coun¬ 
try. If you are a member of a 
poultry club and are interested in 
strengthening your club and 
stimulating its growth, en¬ 
courage your club's officers to 
solicit meets from a broad range 
of breed clubs at your next club 
show. 

Meets are beneficial to all con¬ 
cerned: the breed club that holds 
the meet, the exhibitors who 
show in the meet, the poultry club 
that hosts the me et, and the ex¬ 


hibition poultry fancy as a whole.

The dream got a 
major boost last week when a 
grant of $460,000 awarded to the 
Lackawanna Heritage Valley Au¬ 
thority included $260,000 for work 
oh City Hall.

Craig 
and I could not figure it out. But I kept 
one thing in mind, and that was to call 
Craig, so he came down to my place, and we 
thought it was the wafer, so I changed it, 
and it still did the same thing. Then I 
went and got a micro switch and Craig and 
I put that in, and that was my trouble 
(the micro switch) so I got the temper¬ 
ature back up where it belongs, but I had 
a very bad hatch come out. I only hatched 
20 eggs out of 88 of them. That was only 
one tray, the rest of the trays are still 
yet to come, two more...

MORE ON CROWING AND HEN FEATHERING 

On page 7 of the April 1994 CPAC NEWS¬ 
LETTER, there is a discussion of female 
chickens that crow and of hen feathering 
in male chickens. When APA Vice President 
Bart Pals (1119 East State Street, Mason 
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City, IA 50401) read that discussion, he 
wrote the following letter to Robert Powell 

Robert: 

I read in the CPAC NEWSLETTER about the 
discussion you had about females crowing. 
Several years ago I had a pullet that 
crowed, so I did some investigating. 

Usually a male will flap its wings 
prior to crowing. By flapping its wings, 
it "pumps" oxygen into the lungs, giving 
the bird enough air to actually crow. The 
way I understand it is that the male and 
female chicken have the same "throat" or 
airway. The only difference is that the 
male has the hormones to give him the urge 
to crow. Sometimes a female chicken will 
have a slight hormone imbalance and will 
have the urge to crow and, having the same 
type of airway, can actually crow. 

In regards to the POULTRY PRESS ar¬ 
ticle entitled "Henny Feathers and Diet," 

I found that quite interesting. I've 
been feeding 16% feeder pig mix for 15 
years. My father raised feeder pigs and 
somehow we got started feeding the birds 
th° same feed. They did so well we 
simply stayed with it. We actually start 
the chicks out with the same feed. Our 
birds have always been good layers, 
finish out great, and seem to do very well. 

We've never had a problem with the 
males turning "hen feathered." I'm sure 
it's possible, but we've never had any 
trouble. 

I thought that you might find these 
thoughts interesting.

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DOMESTIC AND EXHIBITION TURKEYS 

By Craig T. Russel 1 
Part III 

(Part I of this article was published 
in the March 1994 CPAC NEWSLETTER, pp. 

2-4; Part II in the April 1994 issue, 

PP. 3-6) 

The Bourbon Red which was developed 
from the Buff by selection is certainly 
a U.S. product. Development started in 
Pennsylvania with the selection of Jersey 
Buffs for deeper color. The result was 
called Tuscarora Red, sometimes spelled 
Tuscawara Red. Settlers heading West took 
them to Kentucky and southern Ohio where 
they were also called Kentucky Reds and 
Bourbon Butternuts. Except for required 
white flight feathers, the Bourbon Red 
pattern is just a darker, richer version 
of the buff pattern. Claims that the 
Bourbon Red was discovered in the wild are 
without merit. 

The buff-red complex, like the bronze 
pattern, has some associated non-standard 
varieties. 

These include the fawn, which is a 
browner or tan version of buff. Such 
birds are mentioned in very old works and 
are a probable source for the develop¬ 
ment of the buff. Also, such birds can 
appear from poorly controlled buff matings. 

The Clay, also called Claybank, is 
fawn selected in yet another direction. 

Its color is similar to, but browner than, 
the gray in a Narragansett. This turkey 
is rather rare today but was formerly 
common in the South. 

The Chocolate is a much darker fawn or 
clay. Like the related Clay, this bird 
is now rare, but mostly found in the 
southern U.S. It was formerly common in 
Prance. 

The final standard variety is the Royal 
Palm. This little turkey is about the 
same weight as a Beltsville, but has a 
lighter build and larger frame. Standard 
weights are: old tom, 22 pounds; young tom, 
16 pounds; old hen, 12 pounds; young hen, 

10 pounds. This is the only turkey not 
heavily selected for meat production. It 
was developed along ornamental lines. How¬ 
ever, if you have a small family or a 
small place, it may well be the turkey 
for you. Palms can be high-strung, but 
are thrifty a,id can fend for themselves. 
Only the black and white variety has ever 



varieties has produced individuals of the 
Royal Palm pattern, but with red, slate or 
brown replacing the normal black. These 
varieties and other varieties could be 
produced. With the exception of black 
backs with some white edging and the 
larger comparative size of surface 
feathers, which give a fish scale appear¬ 
ance, the Royal Palm has the same basic 
pattern as the Narragansett, only white 
replaces gray. While this is usually a 
small turkey, some strains are nearly as 
large as the medium standard varieties 
like the Narragansett and the Bourbon Red. 
This may be due to the inclusion or con¬ 
version of silver Narragansetts. Just as 
Narragansetts produce silver sports. Royal 
Palms produce gray sports, which seems to 
argue for a close relationship of the two 
varieties. 

Another related type is the spotted 
Nebraskan, sometimes called Nebraska 
Royales, which is also white and black; 
however, the pattern is less defined and 
black is scattered throughout the plumage. 
Now rare, some of these may also have been 
bred toward the Royal Palm pattern. 

Another related type is the new tur¬ 
key. I've read and heard of it. It 
reverses the Royal Palm pattern and must 
be quite rare. I've never seen it. 

A more common, but still rare, related 
type is the Royal Nebraska, which roughly 
reverses the pattern of the Nebraska 
Royal. These birds are very much like 
the original Norfolk Blacks, but have more 
of a charcoal gray ground color. 

Some other non-standard types worth 
mentioning include the Lilac, which is 
blue or slate with light maroon or red 
barring. This is one of the most popular 
non-standard varieties and could well 
make it into the standard in the future. 

It is the same size as the medium-sized 
standard group, such as the Black and the 
Slate. 

A non-standard variety that should be 
in the standard now is, of course, the 
wild. Why it has not been treated like 
the Canada goose and the Mallard is hard 
to explain. The various races vary 
slightly in color and in size. Most are 
about the size of Royal Palms or smaller 
but some very large specimens occur. They 
can be practical homestead fowl. This is 
also true of the smaller occelated turkey, 
which is best adapted to warmer climates. 
While wild turkeys bolt when disturbed, 
they tame easily but are more susceptible 
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to blackhead and some other illnesses than 
most domestics. Generally speaking, the 
northern races are larger than the south¬ 
ern. In some states, special permits are 
required to keep or sell wild turkeys. In 
the past, wild turkeys were widely used 
for crossing, and at least one attempt was 
made to develop a commercial "wild type." 

The Nittany was developed at Pennsyl¬ 
vania State College through selection from 
the native wild turkey. This is another 
commercial type that never made it into the 
standard. Some of these still exist in 
the hands of fanciers. They are slightly 
smaller than Beltsvilies and fall between 
standards and true broad-breasted turkeys 
in type. While the Nittany's commercial 
niche has been usurped by modern broad¬ 
breasted Whites, it could be an excellent 
home-use bird. 

I should also mention Greys or Grays. 

This term is often used for Slates or 
Narragansetts, but in the past it more 
properly applied to a turkey with patterned, 
not solid, plumage of varying shades of 
clear gray. These were the dominant var¬ 
iety in Ireland and were common in England 
and Italy, but some were found in the 
U.S. during the last century. I saw one 
in Holland in 1972. 

Other grays, like the Oregon Gray, are 
less integrated blends of white and Black. 

Finally comes the Copper. Once common 
in Cambridgeshire, England, this bird is 
mentioned by old timers here in the U.S. 

This bird was, or is, prabably a redder or 
less bronze version of the dark brown, but 
the term is also used for reds on oc¬ 
casion. 

Other turkey varieties that you might 
hear about include: Spotted, Cinnamon, 

Lavender, Nutmeg, Crimson, and Chestnut. 

While I'm not sure of all these, they are, 
to the best of my knowledge, other names 
for, or variations of, varieties already 
mentioned. 

While I have tried to be a complete as 
possible, this article focuses only on 
types found in the U.S. and Canada. I 
have used what I believe are the most 
generally accepted names in the non-stan¬ 
dard varieties. Not everyone would agree 
with my choices, but I tried to cover the 
rival names also. 

For instance, some experts consider the 
Light Brown, Auburn and Silver Auburn as 
synonymous, but the birds I've seen con¬ 
vince me that we are dealing with two simi¬ 
lar but different varieties. Even those 
who agree with mt might not agree with my 
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choice of names. I ve seen the Auburn r 
applied to both types, but believe it 
most properly applies to Light Browns. 

Care of turkeys has been widely dis¬ 
cussed and there is little need for me to 
add to it. However, the old types will 
thrive under conditions that broad¬ 
breasted strains would find hard to toler¬ 
ate . 

While letting turkeys run with other 
poultry, especially chickens, is always a 
risk, without overcrowding and when care 
is taken to avoid damp, unsanitary con¬ 
ditions, the old types will do well on 
free range or in grass runs. 

Artificial incubation and rearing 
will give greater production and often 
a lower mortality. But, I like to see 
poults running with their mothers; and 
natural production takes less labor than 
any other method. If you have the room, 
young turkeys with their mothers can grow 
up on greens, insects, wild seeds and 
fruits. 

Under confinement, one tom can handle 
ten to 12 hens; on free range, half that 
many is about right. 

Consider some real turkeys on your 
place.

PIGEON GROUPS FUND AI STUDY 

The American Racing Pigeon Union and the 
International Federation of Pigeon Flyers pro¬ 
vided $30,000 and a number of pigeons for a 
research project. The study was done at the 
National Veterinary Services Laboratory in 
Ames, Iowa. In the project, pigeons were ex¬ 
posed and many injected wtih H5N2 and H7 
virus. However, the pigeons did not sero- 
convert, but chickens innoculated with the 
same virus died in five hours. The prelim¬ 
inary information from the study seems to 
confirm earlier convictions that pigeons are 
not a threat with regard to H5N2 avian influ¬ 
enza.

From Ovum to Egg in 24 Hours 


We all wony about feeding our stock properly to 
ensure good production of fertile, hatchable eggs, 
but how many understand the inner workings of how 
that egg is formed as it avels the 25 inches through 
the hen's reproductive system? 

The specifics of that journey is one that my 
Avian Bowl team must know 
inside and out. Dr. Francine 
Bradley, Avian Science 
specialist at the University of 
California, Davis, is adamant 
that the 4-H members know just 
how the egg is formed. This 
knowledge has been a real help 
to us Somehow it seems to help 
just knowing how that egg came 
to be. You no longer take that 
egg for granted when you know 
the details of its travels and 
how much calcium the hen 
expended to make it. You 
become more careful in 
handling that egg. 

So for all you adults who 
don’t know an infundibulum 
from an isthmus, who don't 
know where in the oviduct fertilization takes place, 
and who don't know how many minute ova are 
present when the chick hatches—here it is!! 

The female reproductive system is divided into 
two main parts: the ovary and the oviduct. The 
ovary is a cluster of developing yolks, or ova, and is 
located midway between the neck and tail, attached 
along the back to the spine and adjacent rib bones 
The ovary is fully formed although very small when 


the female chick is hatched. It is made up of 
13,000 to 14,000 minute yolks. 

Ovulation is the release of the mature yolk from 
the ovary into the second part of the reproductive 
system: the oviduct This is a long convoluted tube 
25 to 27 inches long. The first part is the 
infundibulum, or funnel. It 
catches the released ovum. 
The ovum remains here for 15 
minutes. Here is where 
fertilization takes place. Next 
is the magnum which is 13 
inches long and the largest 
section. The yolk stays here 3 
hours and the thick albumen is 
added. Third stop is the 
isthmus which is 4 inches long. 
The "egg" stays 75 minutes. 
Shell membranes are added 
Then comes the shell gland 
which is 4 to 5 inches long, 
and here the egg stays 20 
hours. The shell is 
manufactured of calcium 
carbonate. The hen uses 47% 
of her body calcium from her 
bones and diet to make the egg shell. Pigment is 
also added in the shell gland. The last part, the 
vagina, really doesn't play any part in formation. It 
helps push the egg out of the hen's body. About 30 
to 75 minutes after the egg is laid, another ovum is 
released, and the whole process begins again.
